Some  Good  Reasons. 

Thorr*  ;'re  several  fjood  reasons 
why  1  li;ivo  ^elected  these  passnj^t-s 
of  the  s.'iiptures  for  our  stiuly  this 
sooming;  but  one  will  suffice,  and 
that  is,  we  are  entering  npon  that 
season  of  tlir-  year  when  we  are  most 
aetive  in  intellectual  pursuits  and 
alonjj  soc'i.il  line-;.  W<^  arc  ])I;iiiiiinir 
our  winter's  work  and  winter's  rec- 
reations. 

This  is  the  season  the  year

Is  Not  Personal. 

I  hardly  think  it  necessary  for  me 

to  say  that  I  am  not  sroing  to  be  per-

up  in  the  pulpit  and  abuse  people 
but  (jiiite  aiiotlier  tliiiii?  to  help  them 
to  live  better  lives,  and  to  give  them 
such  spiritnal  advice  'as  will  safe- 
guard them  in  tlieir  actions. 

Now,  if  there  is  one  supreme  penl 
that  besets  a  Christian  who  is  not 
willing  to  commit  deliberate  sin,  it  is 
in  that  whieh  may  properly  be  styled 
the  border  land  of  the  doubtful,  or 
between  the  allowable  and  the  harm- 
ful. 

A  Peculiar  Risk. 

It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  get  even 
a  Christian  to  feel  and  see  the  pe- 
culiar risk  whieh  lies  in  an  open 
question.  But  the  risk  is  three  fold. 
He  is  most  ^ure  to  give  him.self  the 
benefit  of  th^  doubt,  and  there  is 
that  in  the  fac\  that  it  is  a  question 
which  of  itself  vdulls  the  edije  of 
spiritual  sensibilities.  Then  he  loos- 
es the  capacity  k>f  always  being 
pleasing  to  God.  |

Service  to  God.

-  Will  Winches- 
ter be  in  a  positit>n  to  take  advant- 
age of  themt  This  great  Natioi\yis 
clothed  and  fed  and  comforted  in  a 
swarrainp:  with  people  who  must  be 
thousond  different  v>;avs;  beside-  nn 
all  the  shores  of  all  V  e  seas  are  mil- 
lions whom  modern  /giteamships  have 
brought  so  near  ^  the  United 
States  tliat  they  have  become  de- 
oendent  upon  the  output  of  its  fields 
and  mines  and  factories  for  many  of 
life's  necessities.  All  of  which  de- 
pend upon  coal — coal  to  itianiifact- 
ure  and  coal  to  transport. 

Largest  Coal  Field. 
Probably  the  largest  undeveloped 

coal  field  in  the  woild  is  that  of 
Eastern  Kentncky  and  West  Vir^rin- 
ia.  These  tields  lie  at  Winchester's 
feet  and  must  seek  their  Western 
markets  through  her  portals.  Win- 
chester is  nestled  in  fields  of  richest 
bluegrass  and  is  the  firs4  city  that 
is,  coming  westward  out  of  the 
mountains.  This  fact  has  been  of 
inestimable  blessing  to  Winchester 
already:  but  what  has  gone  before 
is  hardly  a  prelude  to  what  is  to 
folh)w  if  Winc!;<'ster  citizens  riyhtly 
use  them.  The  limestone  dips  un- 
der the  slates  of  the  Denvinian  alonir 
the  city'*  southeasteni  border,  and 
they  in  turn  render  the  white  moun- 
tain lime  of  the  suhcaibonilcrous; 
and  it  under  the  saJidstoiies,  .slates, 
and  coals  of  ihe  true  carboniferous. 

Seven  Workable  Veins. 

iVll  the  way  to  the  Cumberland 
mountains  these  ct)al  heaiing  rocks 
extend  carrying  as  many  as  'seven 
workable  vAns  of  eoal|^|ttnch  of  it 
looking  like  the  best  P«*rfi»ylvania, 
all  of  it  excellent  fop:  steam  pur- 
poses, and  part  of  it  Cfnpvising  Ihe 
largest  cannel  coal        hi  the  woild.

During  the  year  1907,  Kentucky 
produced  9,740,420  tons  of  coal 
valued  at  $10,714,462  making  it 
eighth  amongst  the  States  in  amount 
mined.  Most  of  this  wa.s  mined  in 
tlie  Weste  rn  section  and  it  is  still  far 
behind  the  130  millions  raised  in 
Pennsylvania,  but  the  State  has  the 
area  to  equal  the  latter  State;,  and 
Southward  along  the  Alleghenies  the 
ct)nrse  of  King  Coal's  empire  is 
wending  its  way.  Kentu<ky's  coal 
was  of  the  value  of  $1.10  a  ton; 
compare  this  with  $1.12  fpr  P«in- 
sylvaaia,  and  95  cents  for  West 
ginia. 

Natval  Gas  Reid. 

Then  there  is  that  other  great 
fuel,  natural  gas  of  which  the  high- 
lands seem  liclilv  stdicd  and  pos- 
sibly the  bluegrass  section.  By  the 
way,  the 'geologists  consider  Ken- 
tucky's limestone  the  source  of  all 
I  the  oil  and  gas  found  in  the  rocks 
!  that  overlie  it.  Oil  and  <:as  are  the 
remains  of  the  fats  in  the  countless 
fishes,  shellfish,  corals,  "  etc.,"  ihat 
lived  in  the  Silurian  «eas  and  whose 
mausoleum  our  liioifstone  is. 

There  is  every  reason  to  beheve 
that  rich  stores  of  oil  and  gas  have 
as  yet  been  hardly  touched,  nearly 
all  the  work  yet  done,  being  around 
the  edge  of  the  field  where  the 
measures  are  shallow  and  the  reser- 
voirs easily  tapped.  With  the  ad- 
vent of  more  raiin-ads  the  whole  re- 
gion will  be  developed.* 

CMef  So«ree  tf  Wealth. 

Timber  has  beeil  tfie  ^^onntain's 
chief  source  of  wealth  in  the  past 
and  will  continue  so  for  many  years 
to  eome.  The  wond^ul  stores  of 
jrellow  ponlar  are  gone.  The  gener- 
ations that  succeed  this  one  will  not 
realize  what  walnuts  and  poplars 
the  monntaina  ooee  giew.  I  have 
seen  a  poplar  stump  in  Letcher 
con&ty  that  a.  house  could  be  built 
on — that  the  people  held  dances  on 
— not  only  one  but  several.    Some  of 


the  mountain  trees  would  have  given 
Califomia  a  race  for  supr«aiacy.  If 
I  were  to  tell  of  what  the  walnuts 

were,  the  Ananias  Club  would  want 
me  I'oi-  censor  moiuin,  although  I 
need  not  deviate  an  iota  from  the 
truth. 

The  Remaining  Timber. 

The  leniaiiiing  timber  is  all  liard- 
wood,  mostly  oak.  TLis  county  has 
been  one  of  the  most  important  lum- 
ber producers  because  of  its  •  mills 
along  the  river  and  i;  t  see  to  it 
that  the  changing  c( mliiii^ns  that  are 
today  confronliyg  the  lnail)er  bus- 
iness do  not  make  us  lose  our  pres- 
ent advantage.  Economy^/JnlB'  de- 
mand that  the.  finished  product  be 
made  nearer  the  source  of  raw  ma- 
terial and  with  onr  gas,  '^of  both 
kind)  we  ought  to  make  this  a  great 
manufacturing  point. 

Many  wavs  suggest  themselves  to 
an  imaginative  mind  how  Winchester 
should  use  these  nearby  liches,  how 
the  citizens  may  get  into  the  wave 
of  progress  and  prosperity  that  is 
•bound  to  engulf  our  near  neiglibors 
on  the  East  and  South.  All  our 
hopes  depend  on  transportation;  we 
are  not  in  that  wonderful  treasure 
house;  its  riches  will  have  to  be 
brought  to  us,  we  can  not  go  to 
them.  Our  fliree  railroads  are  an 
equipment  that  gives  us  the  advant- 
age over  all  competitors  and  then 
c>ur  river  will  soon  be  locked  and 
dammed  all  the  way.  We  must  see 
to  it  that  the  mountain  railroads  of 
the  future  do  not  pass  us  by.  Witli 
transportation  we  can  secnre  fac- 
tories to  work  np  the  raw  products, 
and  I  think  that  in  this  reirard  we 
have  advantage  over  the  mountains, 
this  being  a  more  pleasant  land  to 
live  in  and  eloser  to  the  markets. 
Profit  to  Citizens. 

Our  citizens  generally  and  espec- 
ially onr  farmers  will  profit  by  t)ie 
increase  of  population  in  the  moun- 
tains which  are  so  rough  that  th«r 

arable  lainls  will  never  be  sofiScient 
to  support  many  people. 

In  conclusion  we  must  remember 
that  the  good  things  c<mie  to  them 
who  go  after  them  and  that  with 
all  the  material  blessings  in  tiie 
world  heaped  in  <tne  place  they 
would  craly  be  a  heap  of  din  it  t.ie 
spirit  to  use  and  control  them  were 
not  present.  We  are  famous 
throughout  the  State  a-  a  town  of 
high  spirit;  we  mwr^t  keep  this  u{». 
yes,  even  irapro\  e  it  also.  K-  <-j)  i;;> 
with  the  times  that  we  may  know 
how  to  Jjike  advantage  of  our  op- 
port  nr>{ies;  and  eontioually  extend 
the  "  yiad  hand"  to  those  who  wc.j^ld 
I  locat^  amongst  us  and  help  to  make 
!  ouiy'vity  what  it  should  become.

The  First  Papers. 

The  "National  Union"  and  the 
local  newspapers,  imemdiately  ante- 
dating the  Civil  War,  of  which  we 

hav«'  a  fftw  copies  in  our  historical 
coUeeticui  and  both  of  these  papers 
suspended  after  the  b<  irinning  of  the 
War.  Capt.  Geo.  M.  Jaokson,  Ju-lge 
Jas.  Flanagan,  Judge  Will  H.  Winn 
W.  T.  Haniy,  Wa!Ia<e  Grielle  and 
R.  S.  Williams,  (all  but  the  tirst  two 
named  afterwards  going  to  Mt  Ster- 
ling) were  at  one  time  or  atiother 
connected  with  these  two  papers, 
and  if  I  mistake  not.  Capt.  Ijee 
Hathaway  then  a  resident  of  Mont- 
gomery, contributed  at  times  to  the 
♦'Chronicle." 

The  "Clark  County  Democraf 
was  establiabsd  shoitly  after  the 
War  closed  uy  Jamf  s  M.  Fan  is.  a 
gallant  Confederate  scddier,  who  had 
learned  the  "art  preservation"  in 
the  printiiitr  offices  of  Winchester  be- 
fore 18(il.  Ue  was  a  brother  of 
Thomas  M.  Pafris,  another  gallant 
old  Confederate,  who  still  lives  in 
Clark  and  loyally  cherishes  the  mem- 
ory of  his  editor  brother.  The  Par- 
xis  boys  were  nephews  I  think  of 
ttie  Rev.  Thornton  Wills,  a  noted 
Baptist  preacher  of  his  day,  and  a 
member  of  the  large  and  excellent 
family  of  that  name,  so  many  of 
whom  are  still  honored  citizens  of 
Clark.  Capt  Parris,  after  conduct- 
ing the  "Democrat"  alone  and  with 
different  associates,  disposed  of  the 
paper  to  others  and  established  the 
"Jessamine  Journal"  at  Nicholasville 
and  died  ahinrtly  afterwards.  His 
brother  possesses  an  excellent  pic- 
ture of  him  and  it  on^ht  to  appear 
some  day  in  both  the  "Democrat," 
which  he  founded  and  in  the  "Daily 
KewB." 

First  -Dtlly  Newspaper. 

Durioif  mf  connection  with  the 
Dempeflftt,  wUeh  began  in  tiie  late 

"Seventy's"  when  I  was  a  youth  in 
my  teens,  we  issued  Winchester's 
first  daily,  during  one  of  the  holiday 


circula'.ion  of  about  -400,  and  most 
of  the  local  news  related  to  the  birth 
of  Shorthorn  calves  and  the  -dis- 
cussion of  local  politics  and  per- 
sonalities, not  forgetting  Zimm's 
noted  local  advertising  items.  We 
hope  it  is  not  egotisticiil  in  saying 
thai  i:i  a  fe^\  years  we  had  the  first 
Dower  press  in  Eastern  Kentucky  (a 
Fairhorer)  two  large  job  presses,  a 
circulation  of  nearly  two  thousand 
and  the  "Democrat"  was  more  fre- 
quently clipped  and  (jKoted  fiom 
than  almost  any  couutrv  paper  in 
Kent  ucky.  Our  motto  was  the  uplift- 
ing of  the  town  and  county  and  our 
aim  was  always  hot  only  to  be 
abieast  of  the  procession  pf  prog- 
ress but  in  the  van. 

Paper  Changed  Hands. 

The  paper  passed  into  the  hands 
of  Lisle  and  Nieliols  and  by  subse- 
drosses  of  j 'i'-i^nt  transfers  t.)  the  present  own- 
ers who  have  so  prospejously  guided 
its  destinies  until  the  prefl^t  time. 
Among  those  who  retlected  credit  on 
its  editorial  conduct,  were  Judge 
^Marcus  Lisle,  Judge  Kudney  Hag- 
gard. Judge  J.  M.  Benton  and  D.  C. 
Lisle. 

The  immediate  predecessor  of  the 
Winchester  "Sun"  was  a  small  sheet 

•  •ailed  the  "Smooth  Cooji''  gott-  n  out 
by  the  late  lamented  W.  T.  A<lams* 
»nd  from  it  grew  the  ''Sun."  Sket- 
ches of  the  history  of  the  "Sun"  and 
Sun- Sentinel  will  be  no  doubt  given 
you  by  the  present  and  fonnei"  own- 
ers who  are  so  familiar  with  it  and 
as  iuterestmg  articles  on  the  news- 
napers  published  here  during  the 
first  half  of  the  last  century,  by  Mr. 
A.  C.  Quisenberry  nnd  the  late  Judge 
Flanagan  ha\ e"Mj)peared  in  both  loc- 
al papers  they  will  not  be  rej^ro- 
duced  her.  I  am  sure  though  that 
if  you  would  iudtfce  our  venerable 
and  much  beloved  friend.  Elder  J. 
W^.  Harding,  to  dictate  his  reminin- 
cences  of  the  Winchester  Jimials  of 
the  olden  times  that  it  would  be  a 
most  valuable  ec.il  ribation  indeed — 
As  you  will  doubtless  be  crowded 
for  space  in  your  first  number  will 
defer  the  conclusion  of  this  ram- 
bling little  sketch  until  later.

Too  often  we  ask  ourselves,  "will 
it  payf "  Independence  never  comes 
from  the -counting  room.  Do  not 
Count  the  cost  of  denouncing  wrong 
in  whomsoever  found. 

If  the  public  cries  out  agauist  one 
and  you  find  that  one  unjustly  ac- 
cused do  not  fear  to  defend  him. 
What's  denounced  to<lay,  is  hailed 
with  joy  tomorrow.  Passion  /over- 
throws judgment  and  reason. 

When  others  are  mad,  you  be  se- 
rene, for  in  a  measure  you  sit  in 
judgment  on  the  actions  and  motives 
of  your  fellowmen.  You  must  take 
one  side  or  the  other  on  every  ques- 
tion.
